Judging from the voting records 
of the labor committee members— 
all the Democrats and some of the 
Republicans—it's unlikely any T H 
changes would be approved by the 
committee unpleasing to organized 
labor. 
It’s the job of the labor com­ 
mittee to consider proposed chang­ 
es in T-H and then approve only 
those it wants. This is not final 
The House Labor Committee will 
make a similar study, and then 
the full Senate and House have 
their say.

House members on the floor can 
offer any amendments they want 
before final vote 
So the kind of changes blessed 
by the two labor committees could 
be dropped and entirely different 
ones substituted on the floor by 
I members less friendly to organ­ 
ized labor than some of the com­ 
mittee members.

They would hunt the seal and other 
fauna of the Arctic, trading the skins 
for their simple needs. In those pursuits 
they were healthy and as wealthy as they 
cared to be. 
Eight years ago the Dominion govern­ 
ment, influenced by the thinking of do­ 
gooders that it was terrible people had 
to suffer such privations, set up a system 
of allowances out of the treasury. There 
was S5 a month for each child and $40 a 
month for those over 70. 
To a white man, his standard of living 
being what it is, this sounds like little 
enough, but here was unheard of wealth 
for the Eskimos. One of them bought 22 
alarm clocks because he liked to hear 
them ring. Another spent all his money on 
old hand-cranked phonographs. 
The Eskimos quit hunting and fishing, 
thus neglecting their traditional f o o d , 
which was perfect cold weather diet for 
them, and now these primitive people are 
losing their resistance to disease. T h e 
population is declining. 
All of which points a moral for pater­ 
nalists: Man wants but little here below, 
and what he gets from the government 
isn’t necessarily good for him

With 
children, the attacks

Usually the child complains of 
one-sided headaches which are

unbearable.

headache occurs, the child may 
see spots before the eyes. have a 
fainting spell, smell a strong odor 
or have some other type of w arn ­ 
ing that an attack is on the way.

If you know someone afflicted

aches are dreaded and how they 
can disable a person. 


When the sufferer is either a 
child or an adult, there is u sualh 
some hereditary background. The 
child m ay have a strong tendency 
tow ard allergy, while other mem 
hers of his family m ay also have 
migraine. 


Attacks Differ 


At the sam e tim e, the attacks 
are som ew hat different in chil­ 
dren. The headaches as a rule 


crg o tam m e 
tartrate, 
combined 
with caffeine. Usually a head ­ 
ache can be avoided if the child 
is given a certain num ber of the 
pills as soon as he senses the 
w arning sign of an attack 
The 
drugs 
known 
as the 
antihista­ 
m ines have also proved helpful in 
treating this disorder in a num ber 
of cases. 
Not too infrequently, children 
suffering from 
m igraine a l s o 
have have convulsions or mild 
epilepsy 
Usually these children 
respond to small doses of dilantin 
or phenobarbital, drugs used to 
prevent convulsions in epilepsy 


Dilantin Helps

who do riot respond to

Shows Decline 


In Universities 


CINCINNATI 3—Fall enrollment 
dipped slightly in 830 accredited 
universities and four-year colleges 
this year, but the drop was less 
than anticipated and far less than 
the 1951 decrease. 
This was reported in the college 
enrollment survey of Dr. Raymond 
Walters, president of the Univer­ 
sity of Cincinnati, who has issued 
study results annually since 1919. 
Dr. Walters said the 830 colleges 
reported 
a 
total 
enrollment 
of 
1,293,524 full-time students, a de 
cline of 1.5 per cent from the prev 
ious year, and 462,848 part-time stu 
dents, a decline of 2.8 per cent. 
He 
added, 
‘‘the full-time de 
crease is small when contrasted 
with the 1951 drop of ll 4 per cent 
from the figures for 1950 .” 
The educator said an unexpected 
upsurge in freshmen enrollment, 
coupled with upper-class girl stu 
dents remaining in college, was re- 
| sponsible for the continued high en. 
I rollment.

But the report implied the heart 
of the nation's health problem lies 
outside the health professions them 
selves—and that its solution lies in 
the public providing financial sup 
port for: 


1. Training more doctors, dent­ 
ists, nurses and other health work­ 
ers—and encouraging their more 
equitable 
distribution 
throughout 
the nation. 


2. Building more hospitals, par­ 
ticularly in rural and other areas 
reportedly short in them. 
3. 
Spurring 
medical 
research, 
especially against such things as 
cancer and mental illness. 
4 
Putting medical and hospital 
care on a pre paid insurance basis 
for 
everyone, 
with 
federal 
and 
state governments teaming up to 
help people 
who 
can’t 
pay 
for 
their own insurance or can only 
pay part of it. 
5 
Making such a pre payment 
system cover all phases of medi­ 
cal and hospital care. 
ti 
Encouraging the organization 
of doctors and other health work 
ers into team-like “ groups” in all

country's health needs. 
As examples of how it contends 
the nation is presently falling down 
on the job, the commission cites 
these; 
1. Last year, the total national 
expenditure for medical research 
was 180 million dollars—which the 
commission said was less than the 
amount spent on building monu­ 
ments and tombstones. 
2. ‘‘In rural areas, recipients of 
public assistance often get second­ 
rate care from the standpoint both 
of medical science and human dig 
nity. The system of poorly-paid 
‘county physicians’ still in vogue 
in many parts of the country is 
a medical shame” 
Here is a digest of some of the 
findings with regard to the nation’s 
health conditions as outlined by 
the commission: 
I. 
Disabled people 
Some two 
million of the nation s total of dis­ 
abled people could be placed in 
employment or more productive 
work—if there were sufficient re­ 


habilitation 
programs 
in 
effect, 
employing teams of experts. 


2. Chronic diseases: Long-dura 
tion ills like cancer, tuberculosis, 
rheumatism and heart discase ac­ 
count for about I ” billion dollars 
in public expenditures annually for 
medical 
and 
hospital 
services— 
“ yet, probably in no other health 
field 
is 
available 
knowledge 
so 
little applied as in the prevention 
of chronic disease.’’ 
3. Mental illness: Half the pa­ 
tients in all the nation s hospitals 
are people with mental illness, and 
about half the patients consulting 
doctors 
outside 
hospitals 
have 
some kind of an emotional dis­ 
order. Yet. knowledge of mental 
illness of various kinds is still in 
a “ rudimentary’’ state. 


4 
Dental 
disease: 
There 
is 
“ shocking 
evidence” 
that 
the 
American people need more dental 
care—for example, a lot of people 
need false teeth before they are 24. 


5 
Environmental health condi­ 
tions: 
Seven 
million 
American 
homes lack running water; 
one 


third of the nation's dwellings are 
overcrowded, lack decent toilet fa­ 
cilities, or are otherwise deficient. 


6. 
Child 
health: 
“ Enorous 
gains'- have been made in the pre­ 
vention 
and 
cure of disease 
in 
children—but “ there remain many 
deficiences in health services to 
the children of this nation.”

The Sereno is in charge 
until the janitor gets up to sweep 
off the sidewalk in front of the 
building. 
And every night, all over Madrid, 
you can hear homecoiners scream­ 
ing “ Sereno” and clapping their 
hands to urge him to come more 
quickly, especially if it’s a raw 
winter night. 
Each time the Sereno lets you 
in he wants a tip lf you try to be 
smart and have a duplicate key 
made, you still have to pay off 
the Sereno, only now it’s a flat 
monthly toll of IO or 15 pesetas j 
(around $1). 
In 
addition 
to 
opening 
front 
doors, 
the 
serenos 
arc charged I 
with maintaining order, preventing | 
robbery,

uary I because IO days have been 
lifted boldly from time. 
These IO days disappeared on two 
occasions. The first time was in 
1582 when 
several 
countries 
of 
Europe swore allegiance to t h e 
new calendar created by P o p e 
Gregory VHI which found the world 
some IO days behind itself due to 
errors in time calculations. 
In order to make the correction, 
the people of these countries were 
asked to sacrifice the days from 
October 5 to 14, inclusive. It was 
essential to have October 15 follow 
October 5 by just one day, and 
bravely, millions allowed it to be 
so. 


The second occasion, and the one 
which makes the American New 
Year celebration come at the right 
time, occurred in 1752. It was then 
that England

Christmas trees are a multi-mil­ 
lion dollar business.

Prices range from $1 to $5, and 
that adds up to real money 
A Christmas tree, in the lake 
states, is usually a balsam or a 
spruce. The same is ture in New 
England and the Appalachian sec­ 
tion.

How Christmas

Einar H o I b o e 11, a Copenhag­ 
en postal clerk, was sorting mail 
one snowy afternoon before Christ­ 
mas, 1903, when he thought of the 
ide.. of a penny stamp to swell a 
fund for children's hospitals. 
Authorized by King Christian, the 


Christmas character, the ‘‘hoden­ 
ing horse.” 


It was the custom in Kent, Eng­ 
land. for young men to go from 
blouse to* house with the hodening 
horse, an imitation of a horse's 
head attached to a long stick. Two 
lads, forming the body of the horse, 
were hidden from view by a cov­ 
ering of cloth resembling horse’s 
skin. The hodening horse was ac­ 
companied by paraders who rang 
the bells throughout the town and 
begged for money or food.

Christmas is observed in Beth­ 
lehem on 
December 25, 
by the 


Roman Catholics and Protestants, 
on January 6, by the Greek Ortho- 
dox and affiliated churches, and on 
January 18 by the Armenians. 


All Bethlehem, however, turns 
out on December 24 for the ar­ 
rival of the Patriarch of Jerusalem 
—Cardinal of the Holy Land—who 
each year brings an ancient effigy 
of the Infant Jesus to Bethlehem 
which he lays in the manager with­ 
in the cave where Christ was born. 


Dramatically the procession ap­ 
proaches: 
heralded 
by 
a 
single 
horseman, 
his banner streaming 
aloft. A corps of native poli c e 
mounted upon fiery Arabian horses 
follow 
and 
then 
another 
single 
horseman upon a prancing black 
steed carrying the cross on high: 
the Patriarch in his cardinal and 
ermine, mitred bishops, clergy in 
embroidered vestments and white 
robed 
acolytes—swinging 
golden 
censers—preceded the jeweled pa­ 
vilion of the Holy Child Magnificent 
corteges of government officials, 
foreign embassies, bands, religious 
organizations follow, and finally, 
American made automobiles min­ 
gle with native two-wheeled car­ 
riages. 


The procession enters the Church 
of the Nativity. The public is not 
permitted to witness the actual 
placing of the effigy, as that part of 
the Church—built above the Cave of 
the Nativity—is under the jurisdic­ 
tion of the Greek Orthodox church. 


The grotto-like Cave of the Na­ 
tivity in no way conforms to the 
modern conception of a “ stable.” 
in biblical times, however, shelters 
for man and beast were hewn into 
rocky ledges—thus, the Stable of 
Bethlehem. 


On Christmas Eve. members of 
all denominations assemble to sing 
carols above the birthplace of the 
Holy Child before midnight mass is 
solemnized in the Church of the 
Nativity.

Your Poinsettia 
Can Bloom Again 
Another Christmas 


The poinsettia has long been a 
popular Christmas plant but prob­ 
ably few people have given much 
thought to the fact that it docs come 
into bloom each year only at this 
season. 
The poinsettia is one of a group of 
plants known as short day plants 
because it will bloom only in the 
season of the year with short day 
length periods, preferably IO hours 
or less. That is why it is always 
in bloom during the Christmas sea­ 
son and not durng the summer. It 
could be prevented from blooming 
now by lengthening the daylight 
period to 15 hours by means of 
artificial lights 
Flower growers have learned how 
to bring garden chrysanthemums 
into bloom any month of the year 
by using shading cloth to shorten 
the days and artificial lights to 
lengthen the days. The chrysanthe­ 
mum is also a short day plant. 
How can one keep a poinsettia 
plant until next season? After its 
usefulness is over, place it in the 
basement or some dry place where 
it will not freeze.

The 
traditional holly for the holidays is 
w idely believed to have had its 
origin 
in the Druid practice of 
bringing holly sprigs indoors. The 
Druids woodland spirits lived in th* 
holly 
indoors, holly gave the spirits a 
nice warm place in winter. B e­ 
sides, the lush green holly and the 
contrast of its red berries provided 
beauty that could be revered by 
m en when the sacred oaks were 
shorn of their foliage 


The early Christian church frown­ 
ed on such pagan custom s and tried 
to stam p them out 
In due tim e, 
how ever, it was felt that som e of 
the custom s could be adapted to 
the new Christm as conception. 


Some beautiful legends associate 
tho holly with Christ. In fact, it is 
often called the Christ thorn One 
legend depicts the leaf spines as 
the crown of thorns; the red ber­ 
ries as the sins of the world and 
the blood of Christ. Another credits 
holly with first springing up from 
the foosteps of Christ. The plant 
is said to rem ain green all winter 
as a reward for once hiding Christ 
from his pursuers 


The im pact of the holly on the 
Christm as celebration is evidenced 
in the traditional holiday colors, 
green and red. The Druids w eren’t

maker, 
sends abroad its wild west cos­ 
tum es, its shiny playtime trucks 
and cars and earth-moving equip­ 
ment, its small-scale railroads and 
sky scrapers to delight children all 
over the globe. 


Toy industries in Germany and 
J a p a n are on the upswing again. 
G erm any was among the first na­

1087 that a saint’s body brought 
prosperity and good luck to your 
town. 
St 
Nicholas, who was tortured 
and imprisoned for his faith during 
the reign of Em peror Diocletian, 
found no rest in his first tomb at 
Myra. Always some expedition was 
attempting to remove his remains. 
However, once buried again in 
Bari, the saint’s body w'as credited 
with curing 30 people of distemper 
and performing other miracles So 
Bari became a place of pilgrim- 


In addition, St 
Nicholas w a s 
credited w ith restoring life to some 
boys who had been slain and dis­ 
membered by a wicked innkeeper 
of Myra—hence the occasion a I 
stained glass windows in which the 
saint is shown beside three lads in 
a tub. There were many other stor
